227 E Eſtates of Parliament, finding by the Petitions preſented 

Pl to them by ſeverall Synods and Presbyteries , That their pre- 
ſent proccedings for the good of Religion, His Majeſties reſcue 
and fatety, and the true Peace of theſe Kingdomes, is much 
miſconſtrued and miſunderſtood ; I hey have thought fit to 
Declare for the fatisfactien of all ſuch as are ſatisfyable, TI hatin 
cheir undertakings atthis time, they ſhall preferre no earthly 
conſideration G their duties for preſerving Religion in Scotland, 
in Doctrine, V Vorfhip, Diſcipline and Government, as it 1s al- 
ready eſtabliſhed ; And for endeavouring to ſettle 1t in England and Ireland according 
to the Covenant : Andas we cannot, with ſafety to our Conſctences and Honour live, 
and ſuffer our King to continue 1n his baſe Impriſonment, ſo our undertakingsfor him 
(hall be ſubordinate to Religion, and toour duties to God: And in purſuance of theſe 
ends, as we ſhall imploy none in our Army but ſuch as have ſigned the Solemn League 
and Covenant, and ſuch againſt whom there is no juſt cauſe of exception ; So we ſhail 
aſſociate with none , but ſach as will ingage themſelves to be taithfull to the ends of the 
Covenant ; And our undertaking ſhall not be any ways againſt the Kingdom of England, 
or to break the Union between the two Nations, but only for Reformation and defence of 
Religion, the Honour and Happinefle of the King , andof his Royall Poſterity , and 
che Peace and fafery of theſe Kingdoms, againſt ſuch who have deſtroyed Religion, 


Impriſoned our King ; And certainly when they have brought their intended confuſion 
in England to paſs both in Church and Scare, we cannot hope for Taiety neic, Windugoyo” 
their profeſs10ns may now be ; T heretore we arereſolved to proceed 1n this Levy in a vi- 
gorous doing of our Duties : And we do expect from you, and all his Majeſties good 
Subjects, a ready obedience to the Commands of the Parliament and Committee of E- 
Rates in purſuance thereof : And the Eſtates of Parliament remits to the Committee of 
Eſtates to give forth ane more tull Declaration of the great endeavours the Parlia- 
ment hes uſed, and {till reſolves ſhall be uſed to ſatisfie the deſires of the Commiſiioners 
of the General Aſſembly,and to Anſwer their Papers e1ven 1n this day to the Parliament. 
And Ordains this Ac to be Printed and publiſhed , and ſent by the Committee of E- 


ſtates to the ſeveral P resbyteries,
